DEATH OF HUGH R. WILSON. 


Chicago Merchant Passes Away Sud- 
denly of Grip at Atlantic 
City, N. J. 


Atlantic City. N. J., May 1.—[Special.J— 
‘Hugh R. Wilson of the firm of Wilson Bros. 
of Chicago died at the Hotel Brighton at 
7:15 o'clock this evening of grip. He was 
53 years old. Mr. Wilson was accompanied 
by his wife, son, and daughter when he ar- 
rived here. They left Chicago two weeks 
ago for Mr. Wliison’s annual trip to Europe. 


He intended especially to it the Paris 
exposition. 
Mr. Wilson was ill with grip several weeks 


before leaving his home in Evanston, III., but 
gained health and strength sufficiently for 
his physician to allow him to travel. While 
on the train hecaught cold. He was advised 
to come to Atlantic City and remain here 
until well enough to proceed. He improved 
rapidly, but was not able to leave his room. 
This afternoon he became worse and died. 

George W. Boyd, general passenger agent 
of the Pennsylvania railroad, a nephew of 
Mr. Wilson, came here on a special train 
from Philadelphia, but arrived too late to 
see his uncle alive. Mr. Boyd has made ar- 
rangements to have the body sent to Chi- 
cago tomorrow for interment. 


Hugh R. Wilson was a member of the firm 
of Wilson Bros., wholesale men’s furnishing 
goods, at Jackson boulevard and Fifth ave- 
nue. He came to Chicago about 1877 and 
with his three brothers engaged in business. 
Two years ago J. E. Wilson, one of the 
brothers, sold out his interest and the busi- 
ness was continued by the other three. J. 
E. Wilson subsequently died. 

H. R. Wilson married previous to his ar- 
rival in Chicago, his wife having been a Miss 
Tousey of Indianapolis. He lived at Forest 
avenue and Davis street, Evanston. 

Mr. Wilson was President of the Evans- 
ton Country club, having been but recently 
elected, and Vice President of the Glen View 
Golf club, and a member of the Union 
League club. 

Up to late in the day yesterday no thought 
was entertainéd by his brothers that he 
was not on the high road to recovery. His 
death was a great shock to them. 

“I was informed no later than this morn- 
ing.“ said Dr. Henry Wade Rogers last 
night, ‘‘ that word had been received by Mr, 
Wilean’s relatives stating that he was 
tically recovered. His death will be a loss 
to the community. Mr. Wilson was a man 
of generous and liberal impulses and well 
respected in Evanston and by all who knew 
him. Whenever he was appealed to for any 
specific.charity I never knew him to refuse 
‘proffer his purse.“ 

Mr. Wilson was prominent in Methodist 
cireles and was a leading member of the 
First Methodist Church in Evanston. He 
was an intimate friend of Bishop Charles 
Fowler, to whom one of his brothers was re- 
lated by marriage. He left a widow and five 
children—Mary T., Myra, Hugh R. Jr., Oliver 
T., and Morris Wilson. 


LOUIS MAYER DIES OF OLD AGE. 


He Was One of the Oldest Jewish Citi- 
zens of Chicago and Known as 
a Hebrew Scholar. * 


— 


Louls Mayer, one of the oldest and bes 
known Jewish residents of Chicago, died 
yesterday of old age at 4720 Champlain 
avenue, the residence of his son, Benjamin 
8. Mayer, assistant cashier of the Conti- 
nental Nattienal Bank. Mr. Mayer was 83 
years old atid was born in Germany. He 
had lived in Chicago fifty-five years. 

Mr. Mayer was one of the founders of 
Sinai Temple, and was identified with the 
congregation of that church from its be- 
ginning. He was highly educated, and trans- 
‘lated the Old Testament from the original 
Hebrew into English. He also made other 
translations, both religious and secular, from 
Hebrew into German and English. He was 
regarded as an authority on ancient Hebrew, 
and his work as a translator is highly val- 
ued. 

For over twenty years Mr. Mayer was 
Chicago collector for the Cleveland Orphan 
Asylum, in whose work he maintained a 
deep interest, and he also was collector 
for the Sinai Temple. 4 

Mr. Mayer’s wife died seven years ago. 
He left four children, Mrs. Rudolph Wolf- 
son of Kansas City, Mrs. Mark Harris of 
Minneapolis, and Mrs. H. B. Franklin and 
Mr. Benjamin 8. Mayer of this city. The 
funeral will be held tomorrow morning at 
10 o’clock from Sinai Temple. Interment 
will be at Rosehill. ‘ 


JAMES E. TURNER’S THROAT CUT 


Found by the Police Fatally Wounded 
in His House, 3508 Armour 
Avenue. 


James E. Turner was found by the police 
last night in his house, 3508 Armour avenue, 
with his throat cut. He was taken to the 
Provident Hospital, where he died. His 
wife, Henrietta Rollins, and John Mack are 
under arrest at the Thirty-fifth Street Police 
Station, and detectives are searching for 
William Smith, who roomed at Turner's 
house. According to the stories of the pris- 
oners Turner and Smith quarreled over a 
dice game, and the cutting was the result.

The finding of the inscription 
was first announced to the members of the 
archeological congress in Rome by Pro- 
fessor Bohermann of the Vienna Univer- 
sity, and since then it has been submitted 
to Professor Murray of the British Museum, 
who pronounces the inscription genuine and 
of the highest importance, since it estab- 
lishes the authenticity of correspondence al- 
leged by Eusebius to have passed between 
Abgarus V. and the son of God. ht 


_ Clears Up Old Controversy. 

The letters in Syro-Chaldaic characters 
to which the inscription refers were orig- 
inally discovered beneath a ‘stone at a spot 
about eighty-four miles from the City 
Iconlum A. D. or. The authenticity of 
these letters was doubted by Pope Gelasius 
and during the Pontificate of Leo III. were 
declared to be spurious. | 

Abgarus is identical with King Agrippa, 
and traditiof affirms that Christ sent St. 
Philip to heal the sick King, , 


Letter Sent to Christ. 

The letter from Abgarus runs as follows: 

“I have heard of thee, and the cures 
wrought by thee without herbs or medicines. 
For it is reported that thou restoreth sight 
to the blind and make the lame to Walk: 
cleanseth the leper; raiseth the dead: cast- 
eth out devils and unclean spirits and heal- 
eth those that are tormented of disease of 
a long continuance, Hearing all this of 
thee I was fully persuaded that thou art 
the very God come down from heaven to 
do such miravles, or that thou are the son 
of God and performeth them. | 

“Wherefore, I have sent thee a few lines 
entreating thee to come hithér and cure 
my disease. 

Besides, hearing that the Jews murmur 
against thee and continue to do thee mis- 
chief, I invite thee to my city, which is but 
a little one, but is beautiful and sufficient 
to entertain us both.“ | 

Reply of Christ to the King. 

Christ's reply is thus translated: 

** Blessed art thou for believing me, whom 
thou hast not seen, for it is written of me 
that they that have seen me shall not be- 
lieve, and they that have not seen me shall

hundred or more lives were lost—137 bodies 
have already been recovered—by an explo- 
sion yesterday in mine No. 4 of the 
Pleasant Valley Coal company. 

The work of rescue is still progressing, 
although there is no hope that any of the 
men who are unaccoynted for have esca 
death. 

The scene of the disaster is just outside 
this place on the line of he Rio Grande 
Western railroad. The explosion, which oc- 
curred in the winter quarters of the mine,

The company has two mines, known as 
Nos. 1 and 4. The explosion occurred in 
No. 4, and most of the men were burned to 
death, | 

A special train was sent ffom Salt Lake, 
bearing Superintendent Sharp of the coal 
company, Superintendent Welby of the rail- 
road company, and some doctors. There 
has been no work for the doctors, as no liv- 
ing man has been taken from the mine. 


Taking Out the Bodies. 

As fast as bodies are reached they are 
taken to the boarding-houses and other 
company buildings, where they are dressed 
and prepared for the Coroner’s inquest. 

These buildings are numerous and in each 
are from ten to thirty-five bodies, which are 


identified are attached tags with name and 
address. These await the coming of rela- 
tives or friends. | 

The removal of bodies began at noon. 
Many hundreds of men volunteered their 
services and as fast aS one force has worn 
itself out others take their places. 

So soon as the disaster was known officials 
of the coal company at Salt Lake City, as 
well as the railroad company, were notified, 
and they have done everything in their power 
to aid the work of rescue. The special train 
from Salt Lake arrived here at 3 o'clock,

Theories of Disaster Differ. 

Theories as to the direct cause of the ex- 
plosion differ materially and it will be some 
time before a correct conclusion can be 
reached. | 

Thomas Parmley, superintendent of the 
operations here, gives it as his opinion that 
the explosion was brought about by giant 
powder which was taken Into the mine by 
some of the miners and exploded in some 
unaccountable way, igniting the dust and 
causing the explosion. 

The mine has been in operation for over 
twenty years, and has the reputation, ac- 
cording to State Mine Inspector Thomas, of 
being one of the best ventilated and pro- 
tected in the West. He states that he in- 
spected it less than five weeks ago, and be-. 
lieved it to be entirely safe at that time. 

The mine has never had bad air and has 
always been free from gas, and as the coal is 
all loaded with shovels there has been no 
large accmulation of dust. 

Nine-tenths of the men killed were Amer- 
icans and Weélshmen. The former come 
mostly from Utah, with a small number from 
Tennessee and Colorado.

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CANAL BILL VOTE TODAY. 


HOUSE TO TAKE ACTION ON THE 
. NICARAGUAN PROJECT. 


— 


Memorable Debate in Which Strong Ar- 
guments Are Raised Against the 
Measure by Representatives Bur- 
ton, Hitt, Cannon, and Others—Rep- 
resentative Hepburn Champions the 
: Cause—Time Not Considered Ripe 

| for the Passage of the Law. 


Washington, D. C., May 1.—For the first 
time during the fifty years of agitation of the 
project for the construction of an inter- 
oceanic canal, the House of Representatives 


today considered a measure actually to au- 


thorize the building of a canal. A seas 
debate was held this afternoon and 3 
and tomorrow the bill will be voted on before 
adjournment. The debate today was mem- 
orable because of the unexpectedly powerful 
opposition it developed. 

Mr. Burton of Ohio, chairman of the Rivers 


and Harbors committee; Mr. Hitt of Illinois, 


chairman of the Foreign Affairs committee 
and Mr. Cannon of Illinois, chairman of the 
Appropriations committee, threw the weight 
of their influence against it, not because they 
are opposed to the building of the canal, but 
because they considered the time for author- 
izing its construction was not ripe. Mr. 
Burton and Mr. Hitt contended that the bill 


‘> would violate the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 


which guarantees the neutrality of.the canal 
and Mr. Cannon quote’ Admiral Walker, 
chairman of the Isthmian Canal Commis- 
sion. as saying the commission was not yet 
prepared to say which was the best route. 
Mr. Cannon contended that the authoriza- 
tion of the construction of the canal over the 
Nicaraguan route at this time would delay 
its building for years and cost the govern- 
ment $50,000,000. 


Points Raised by Democrats. 

Some of the Democrats Insist the amend- 
ments striking the words “defend” and 
“ fortifications from the bill are designed 
to make it harmonize with the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty and that it is, therefore, objec- 
tionable, and Mr. Shackleford of Missouri 
desired the bill amended so that if that 
treaty is ratified the bill will not go into 
effect. The anomalous situation is therefore 
presented of practically every member on 
the floor professing his friendship for the 
canal and yet of powerful opposition arrayed 
against it on various grounds. 

The bill was championed by Chairman 
Hepburn of the Interstate Commerce com- 
mittee, Mr. Lovering of Massachusetts, Mr. 
Ransdell of Louisiana, and Mr. Corliss of 
Michigan. Mr. Fletcher of Minnesota was 
the only member of the Commerce 
tee who opposed the passage of any bill at 
this session. 

The bill was called up when Mr. Hepburn 
offered the amendments of the committee 
substituting the word protest for de- 
fend” and the words “ provision for de- 
tense, instead of “ fortifications for de- 
tense.“ 

Mr. Hepburn reviewed the whole history of 
the canal project and said reports were prac- 
tically unanimous in favor of the Nicaragu- 
an route. Speaking of the @layton-Bulwer 
treaty he declared the interests of the Ameri- 
cans in the canal had become so great they 
would refuse to be bound with a barrier im- 
posed by another generation half a century 
ago. Regarding existing franchises, Mr. 
Hepburn said whenever the Treasuries of 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica were low those 
countries sold franchises... In all twenty- 
seven had been granted during the last fifty 
years. This bill recognized and dealt with

exclusively throwgh Canadian territory. We 


granted and received the neutral and equal use 
of the great canal on the Canadian border, which 
is maintained to this time. We have fought for 


this principle. We cannot afford to lie down upon 


this record. 
Mr. Hepburn insisted that this government 


specifically refused to participate in the 
series of treaties that secured the neutral- 
ization of the Suez Canal, being the only na- 


tion that specifically did refuse to do that. 
Mr. Burton responded that the refusal was 


not at all because we were opposed to the 
principle of neutralization, but was because 


it involved an implication of participation 
in the affairs of the Eastern hemisphere in 


which we did not wish to engage. 


Hitt and Cannon Opposed. 

Mr. Hitt III. I opposed the bill on account 
of the provision for the construction of the 
canal after obtaining from Niearagua and 
Costa Rica full control over the territory 
through which it passed. The provision, he 


said, was in contravention of the Bulwer- 


Clayton treaty, which he maintained was in 
force. The faith of the nation was pledged 


in that treaty. 


Mr. Cannon III.] concluded the debate for 
the afternoon with a brief but vigorous 


speech against the bill. He was in favor of 


the canal, but said it was his duty as a 
representative tq see that the canal was 
constructed as economically and as early 
as possible.

Refuses to Give Him Up.. 

“The English commander refused to sur- 
render Ismael, and after twenty-four hours 
of continuous negotiations day and night the 
Sultan accepted the resignation and gave his 
consent to the journey.

* Dissatisfaction with the Sultan’s treat- 
ment of the Tripolitan affairs has occasioned 
the flight. The Sultan had recalled the ex- 
perienced Vice Governor, Fezan, and in- 
tended replacing the two highest military 
officers, who were Albanians, like Ismael, 
with palace creatures, and Ismael had 
learned that other spies had been selected to 
accompany him. 

Ismael Refuses to Move. 

“Ismael refused to start to Tripoli until 
the matter was satisfactorily arranged. 
Controversies followed, and Ismael became 
frightened when the Sultan forbade the 
letting of the house adjoining the Austrian 
Embassy to the Cercle d' Orient, whereof

BONN, May 1.—Munkacsy, the celebrated 
painter, died in an asylum here today. He 
will be buried at Buda-Pesth. 


Michael Munkacsy (pronounced Moun-ka- 
chee, with the accent on the first syllable) 
was born in 1844, in the fortress of Munkacs, 
Hungary. His original family name was 
1 Leb, but after Hungary had achieved inde- 
2 3 pendent recognition in the government the 
| Lieb family adopted a modification of the 

name of their native town. Later, the Em- 
peror of Austria, as King of Hungary, cre- 
ated Michael Munkacsy a Hungarian Baron. 
~ His mother died soon after his birth, and 
his father, a subordinate in the Austrian 
customs, joined the patriots under Kossuth, 
and in the reverses which followed upon 
Russian occupation was thrown into prison, 
fell sick, and died there. Young Michael, 
barely 4 years old, the youngest of five des- 
olate orphans, was adopted by an aunt who 
lived at Caarba. 

Later he went to live with an uncle, who, 
being poor himself and unable to give the 
boy an education, apprenticed him to a car- 

1 es penter in Békes-Csaba. He spent six years 
at the carpenter trade. He won the friend- 


4 ship of a few students at the College of Arad, 


where he had gone to work, and they ini- 
tiated him into the mysteries of reading and 
writing. Then he began to study history 
and to read the poets. 


Begins Study of Art. 

He had a long siege of illness, and when 
| me recovered went to Gyuda, where he 
1 saw the portrait painter, Szamosy, at work. 

Munkacsy obtained permission from his 
uncle to engage instruction from Szamosy, 
and accompanied the portrait painter to 
Arad. Soon he earned his living by giving 
drawing lessons. He secured a winter coat 
by painting the entire family of a tailor. 

In 1863 he tramped to Pesth with wander- 
ing apprentices and gypsies, and on the 
road found subjects for several pieces, one 
of which was bought by the Art Union of 
Pesth for eighty florins. Soon after Mun-

and when an opportunity came for rendering 
him a service eagerly embraced it. A 
wealthy American, Mr. Wilstach of Phila- 
delphia, visited Düsseldorf and became ac- 
quainted with Mr. Tait. The latter im- 
pressed upon him his own opinion of Munk- 
acsy s genius, and the result was that Mr. 
Wilstach gave Munkacsy a commission for 
a large picture.

GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Wickel Plate’s Action” in Sho 
Time of Run to New York Without 


Fears are entertained in railroad ci 
here that the action of the Nickel — 
road in putting on a twenty-six-hour train 
between Chicago and New York is likely to 
cause serious complications among the Chi- 
cago-New York lines. Under an agree- 
ment the Chicago-New York lines are com- 
pelled to charge gi extra fare for every hour 
less than twenty-eight hours. According 
to this the Nickel Plate should charge $2 
more than the regular differential fare of 
$18 on its new twenty-six-hour train. The 
officials of the road state, however, that 
they have no intention of charging extra fare 
on the new train, as some of the standard 
lines are running faster trains than the 
agreement permits without extra charge. 

-It is generally conceded that if the Nickel 
Plate maintains this fast train a revision of 
differontials will become necessary. Unless 
The Nickel Plate charges full tariff rates 
the standard lines may adopt the differential 
rate in self-protection. Furthermore, the 
other differential lines, with slower trains, 
will have to charge still lower fares if they 
do not wish to have their business absorbed 
by the Nickel Plate.

Couple Thought to Be in City. | 


Search is being made by the police for 
Thomas W. Neveu, the 17-year-old son 
of Mrs. M. J. Neveu, 200 Illinois street. He 
is accused by his mother and brother of hav- 
ing drugged the former, and, when she was 
unconscious, stealing papers and jewelry 
valued by ber at 570,000. Neveu disap- 
peared from his mother’s residence at 11 
o'clock on Monday evening. When last seen 
he was with Sadie Carroll, a woman 25 years 
old, who lived at the Commercial Hotel in 
Clark street, near Lake, who also is missing. 

It is believed*that young Neveu's head was 
turned by reading sentimental and sensa- 
tional novels, and that, fancying himself in 
love with Sadie Carroll, he took the papers 
and jewels in order to elope with her. Ac- 
cording to Mrs. J. C. Reynolds, in whose 


‘house the Neveu family resided, young 


Neveu lately had talked strangely, fre- 


quently using terms and expressions that 


are common in cheap literature. 


Records of Klondike Claims Gone. 


The .valuable papers said to have 1 — 
taken by Neveu were documents showing 
the ownership of claims in the Klondike 
region. One of these claims is situated 
along Bonanza Creek, according to Arthur 
Neveu, brother of the missing youth, while 
other papers show the ownership of other 
claims in the Klondike. It is said that be- 
sides the papers the boy took gold dust 
and diamonds and other jewels. | | 

Find Valise In a Hotel. 

Late last night the missing valise was 
found by the police at a hotel at 36 North 
Clark, and a search, participated in by 
several detectives, was begun in the hope 
of finding Neveu and Sadie Carroll in Chi- 
cago. Until an early hour. this morning 
they had failed to locate either of them. 

The clew which led to the recovery of the 
valise was given by Mrs. Mary Henderson, 


who conducts the hotel where it was found. . 


Shortly after the property was stolen per- 
sons. answering thé description of young 
Neveu and Miss Carroll secured rooms at 
the hotel. When Mrs. Henderson read an 
account of the alleged theft in the papers 
she was satisfied that her two guests were 
the persons being searched for by the police 
and ordered them to leave the hotel, at the 
same time threatening to notify the police. 
The couple departed and left the valisé. A 
few minutes later Lieutenant Rohan was 
are and Detective Stible was sent to 
get it. 

Captain Colleran placed the valise in his 
vault and gave orders that it should not be 
opened until morning, or until Mrs. Neveu 
called at the station. It is not kriown 
whether it still contains the valuables, said 
to have been stolen. | 


Hope to Find Couple in Chicago. 
Mrs. Henderson said the youhg woman 
who was at the hotel wore several diamond 
rings, and that she overheard endugh of the 
conversation of the couple to lead her to be- 
lieve they were going either to Milwaukee, 
Wis., or Elgin, III., to be married. 3 
Lieutenant Rohan detailed every police- 
man in the station to prevent their depart- 
ure from the city, if possible, by train or 
boat. No trace was found of their move- 
ments after leaving the hotel, and it is be- 
lieved that they are still in Chicago. 


Story of Mrs. Neveu. | 

The police were first informed of the al- 
leged robbery at 3 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, when Mrs. Neveu reported the affair 
at the station. She said that on Monday she 
spent the greater part of the day with her 
son, and at 6 o’clock was with him at their 
—— About that time she told him, she 

sserts, that she was going to the postoffice, 
and he insisted that she drink some tea 
before she went, and himself prepared a 
cup for her. She then left the house, and 
shortly afterwards, she declares, was seized 
with sudden pains. She made her way 
back home, and at his suggestion went to 
bed. She slept until 1 o'clock yesterday 
morning, she says, when she was aroused 
by her elder son, Arthur. | 

When Mrs. Neveu told her elder son what 
had occurred he at once ‘looked for the 
satchel: containing the papers referred to, 
and discovered that it was missing. 

Inquiry resulted in the discovery that 
Mrs. J. C. Reynolds had seen the missing 
boy leave the house shortly after 11 o'clock 
on Monday night, carrying with him a 
satchel. Mrs. Neveu then reached the con- 
clusion that she had been robbed and 
drugged by her son, and so informed the 
police. | 

Sadie Carroll Also Missing. 

Later it was discovered that Sadie Carroll, 
with whom young Neveu had been asso- 
ciating, also was missing, and the theory 
that the two had left together was formed. 
Mrs. Reynolds declares that Neveu had told 
her that he was going to take Sadie to Can- 
ada with him. 

Young Neveu spent two years in the Klén- 
dike with his mother and elderebrother. 
While there they located the claims of which 


the missing papers are recards. 5
